Wo will not pause to portray our 
dissjupoiataicnt in impotent words of regret ; wo will 
me^5t the deinteda of the present hour with the 
strength asd eosrage which has bortie ns through the 
past'; looking hopefully to the fntisre with unshaken 
faitli that He, who with a mighty hand and out- 
sfcs'etch€id ana bsth brought the American slaves out 
of the Bgypt of their bondfsge, will turn back their 
pirii^ers, and guide them safely through their peril- 
ous passage to perfect freedom. 
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
